merits of our works, but by free grace, If 1 ſhould 
amine this point copiouſly, I ſhould (as it were) write 
Hiades aſter Homer. Our Diuines have ſo chaſed, and ti- 
ced the Papiſts in this paſſage, that though they can g 
ther vp their feetnimbly,and cunningly ; yet they haut 
beene ſo hard followed , that they haue made them o 
uvertake,andenter-firc in their pace.
